Pakistani officials 


discuss peace moves 


ISLAMABAD (Reuter) — Soviet 
First Deputy Foreign Minister Yuli 
Vorontsov began talks here yester- 
day with senior Pakistani officials on 
the quickening Afghan peace pro- 


cess. 

No official word on the talks was 
immediately available, but informed 
‘sources said he would pursue Krem- 
lin leader Mikhail Gorbachev's an- 
nouncement on Monday of a Soviet 
troop withdrawal from Afghanistan. 
Gorbachev said the force could 
leave in 10 months -- ἃ cut of two 
months in the Soviet position ~ be- 
ginning on May 15 if agreement at 
peace talks in Geneva was signed by 
mid-March." 

State-run Pakistan television said 
Jater UN mediator Diego Cordo- 
vez's three-week shuttle mission be- 
tween Islamabad and Kabul, which 
ended on Tuesday, was discussed, as 
well as prospects for the next round 
of Geneva talks. 

In a brief comment to a television 
reporter, Vorontsov said the two 
sides would consult on many things. 
“Our relations are good, we hope 
they will improve with the march of 
time and events.” Vorontsov. the 
first senior Soviet official to visit 
Pakistan for 13 months, met with 
Foreign i Secretary Abdul 
Sattar and later with Minister of 
State Zain Noorani. 

Noorani made clear on Tuesday 
that Pakistan would not sign any 
agreement at UN-sponsored peace 


talks in Geneva until a “legitimate” 
and broad-based Afghan govero- 
ment was formed. 

But he told a news conference 
that Pakistan would seek to finalize 
the “texts” of the agreement at the 
next round of talks beginning on 
March 2. 

- The agreement, between the Pa- 
kistani and Afghan governments. 
with the Soviet Union and U.S. as 
guarantors, would cover the details 
of the withdrawal and a halt to rebel 
arms supplies through Pakistan. 

Meanwhile in another part of Is- 
lamabad the seven leaders of the 
Western-backed rebel alliance spent 
more than eight hours locked in 
talks on a future Afghan govern- 
ment. 

The seven are discussing the for- 
mation of an interim government to 
take aver from Soviet-backed Presi- 
dent Najibullah and seeking to unify

The alliance has steadfastly re- 
fused to share power with Nayibul- 
lah’s People’s Democratic Party 
(PDPA), but say some members of 
the Kabul government not closely 
associated with the Soviet Union 
might be acceptable partners.

DOLEV - The women who live in 
this small, secluded. West Bank set- 
tlement met the other night at the 
Cohens" home to discuss the effects 
of the Palestinian uprising, now in 

its third month. 

They talked about running the 
gauntlet at the Arab village of Ras 
Karkar, and about the stones that 
are thrown at the bus taking their 
children to school at Beit El. 


They had consulted a psychologist 
here on what to teil the children, 
and resolved to prepare a contingen- 
cy plan in case the situation deterio- 
tated and the IDF decided to bar 
people from leaving the settlement. 
The kindergarten teacher. who 
doesn't live in Dolev, wouldn't be 
able to come, but teachers and uni- 
versity students who live here could 
carry out an alternative plan, they 
noted. 


Dolev's 30-odd families have per- 
haps suffered more from the riots 
than other settlers in the West 
Bank. They built their red-roofed 
homes on a hill 10 kilometres from 
Beit El. Because it is out of the way, 
few IDF patrols pass here. 

“Stupid things sometimes tum 


᾿ out to be real problems,” said Nah- 


man Cohen. One family’s freezer 
broke down several weeks ago, but 
the fainily couldn’t find anyone who 
was willing to come out here to fix it. 

Doctors are held up at road- 
blocks, and the postman sometimes 
skips Dolev because of the stone- 


throwing. Abu-Yussef, the green- 


* grocer, stopped coming, and resi- 


dents stopped going to his village. 

Tsippi Ya'akobi said she had just 
received her driving licence and was 
eager to take the family car for a 
scenic drive in the area, but 
wouldn't dare do so now. After 
classes at Bar-Dan University she 
now waits for two hours or more 
until a settler is free to go along. 
Residents who never before trav- 
elled with arms now carry guns or 
pistols. 

Some settlers see the bright side 
of the dangers: “I never liked to 
leave home, so now I have a good 
excuse,” Cohen said. 


Dolev is too small to support its 
residents. There is enough work for 
only a secretary and a gardener. Co- 
hen, an architect, works out of his 
home. The other men must leave 
the settlement.

“It would have been dif- 
fierent had we [my husband and 1] 
been single. Now we are responsible 
for others.

[in what you're doing],” she added. 

The children haven’t grasped 
what is going on, several, parents 


said. Returning from one trip in 
which they were stoned, the chil- 
dren were “really happy,” Bracha 
Baharav related. “At long last they 
saw what the radio has been talking 
about, all the time.” 

“Yesterday, I told my wife we've 
got to talk to the kids about the 
situation,” Cohen said. “Α fortnight ἡ 
ago we went to my in-laws in Rishon 
le-Zion for Shabbat. I told them that 
if stones are thrown they should’ 
bend down.” 

They set out on their trip, and 
after covering quite a distance, their 
four-year-old Eliana asked impa- 
tiently, “Na, when will they throw 
already?” 

The psychologist advised the 
women to talk to their kids, and 
explain to them as much as they are 
capable of understanding. She sug- 
gested that Ya’akobi accompany the 
children on the bus to school so that 
she would realize that her fears were 
unjustified.

Office. 

The 2,000 demonstrators were 
calling for the resignation of then- 
defence minister Ariel Sharon after 
the Kahan commission.concluded its 
investigation of the Sabra and Sha- 
tilla massacre. 

Last night's five-hour silent vigil 
in Tel Aviv kept up a constant atten- 
dance of about 50, with people 
streaming in and out. One Peace 
Now organizer there said he had 
driven away from the spot where 
Grunzweig was killed just seconds 
before the blast. and called the gre- 
nade attack the “most traumatic ex- 
perience of my life."

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| UK nurses feel exploited, but few 


abandon patients for picket lines 


UNION recruitment posters litter 
the notice-boards at Whittington 
Hospital in North London. Nupe, 
Cohse and ASTMS are just three of 
the trade unions seeking te woo 
Britain’s disgruntled nurses out of 
the no-strike Royal College of 
Nurses and onto the picket lines. 

But upstairs, in the Whittington’s 
32 understaffed wards, 80 per cent 
of the nurses are sticking with the 
Royal College — for the time being, 
at least. 

When a “day of action” in protest 
against the running down of the Na- 
tional Health Service (NHS) was 
called in London last week, some 
2,500 nurses joined other public 
peat workers at 2 Trafalgar Square 

ly. 
But as the Royal College's gener-. 
al-secretary, Trevor Clay, observed, 
only 200 or so fully qualifed nurses 
were out on strike. The rest had 
stayed at work, perhaps popping out 
during their breaks to support the 
picket lines outside their hospitals. 

Their commendable reluctance to 
abandon patients, however, should 
not obscure the fact that Britain's 
NHS nurses are deeply unhappy 
about their pay and working condi- 
tions, and about Prime Minister 
Thatcher’s apparent intention to 
channel investment away from the 
NHS and into private medicine, 
leaving public hospitals closed down 
and growing queues for routine 
operations. 

Newly qualified nurses, said staff 
at the Whittington, earn only £6,000 
annually for a 40-hour week. They

“Hundreds of nurses are leaving 
for Australia or are leaving the NHS. 
to work for agencies. Some are mov- 
ing out of nursing altogether,” said 


one. 

“There’s no career under this 
wage structure,” said another. ‘We 
can’t afford to buy our own homes. 
And working overtime for more 
money is hardly lucrative and cer- 
tainly isn’t good for patient care.” 


STRIKE action is likely to spread 
and worsen over the next few 
weeks, as Britain heads for another 
late winter of discontent, with sea- 
men, Ford automobile workers, 
miners and airline workers downing 
tools or planning to shortly. 

The nurses’ feeling that they are 
being exploited by an uncaring gov- 
ernment is heightened by the chan- 
cellor’s conspicuous wealth. The 


Treasury. however, is committed to 
using its bounty for further tax cuts 
in next month's budget, and finance 
spokesmen have emphatically ruled 
out the investment of even “one 
more penny” in the NHS this year. 

Government documents suggest 
that while nurses are looking for pay 
rises in the 20 per cent region, the 
government is considering 3 per 
cent, well below the cost of living 
index. 

And the “not one penny” line 
from the Treasury is a slap in the 
face for the British Medical Associa- 
tion, which has stated that an imme- 
diate £1,500 million NHS boost is 
essential. 

While the Royal College's Trevor 
Clay has confined himself to proud 
reiteration of the no-strike commit- 
ment, and to outlining agendas for 
change to bring the NHS “back to 
health,” there is a growing suspicion 
among nurses that the government 
is taking advantage of Clay's mild- 
ness to keep the issues of pay and 
restructuring low on the list of 
priorities. 

Recent polls show that 88 per cent 
of the country is dissatisfied with 
Thatcher's handling of the NHS. 


Even more significantly, over 60. 


per cent supported last week's day 
of action. With the public firmly be- 
hind them, nurses can be expected 
to take to the streets in greater num- 
bers unless Thatcher's belatedly 
formed health-review team quickly 
recommends some of the NHS im- 
provements they are seeking.

Why the dollar’s down 


Αἴ first glance, it seems ridiculous 
that the dollar is on the rebound 
everywhere in the world while its 
price in Israel's free market is fall- 
ing. The dollar is now worth only 
NIS 1.62 on the black market, a 
mere three agorot more than the 
Bank of Israel's representative rate. 
Further, the price of the black-mar- 
ket dollar is only about 14 per cent 
below the official tourist and foreign 
transaction rates, which has a 15 per 
cent levy built into it, meaning that 
really there is no difference at all 
between the two rates. 

At the end of December, when 
the official rate was about NIS 1.54, 
the black-market price was NIS 1.66 
per dollar. 

The most obvious reason for this 
trend is that the public no longer 
fears the government is poised to 
devalue the sheke! anytime soon. 
While extremely high interest rates 


prevail today, it is only natural that 
people would prefer to be rid of a 
dollar that only causes losses. Aside 
from this, however, we should look 
at the territories. 

For some time, a large portion of 
the 100,000 West Bank and Gaza 
Arabs working in Israel did not ap- 
pear at their jobs either voluntarily 
or because curfews prevented them 
from crossing the Green Line.

TEL AVIV -- Tadiran Ltd.’s man- 
agement, in a move that enraged 
workers at the company’s troubled 
communications division plant in 
Holon, yesterday reissued the list of 
350 workers it intends firing.

The original dis- 
missal notices were issued last week, 
but management later agreed to 
withold them for a fortnight to allow 
for negotiations with the works 
committee. 

The negotiations never zot off the 
ground because of the attitude of 
the works committee, according to 
the executive. The works committee 
Placed the onus on management.
